THE CRtTTCHEB TAX MATTER. 


The Silver State is in error in as- 


serting that the Reno papers are 
complaining because Mr. Cruther 
objects to paying taxea on property 
assessed to. him in Washoe county. 
In alluding to the mutter a few days 
ago, the JouBNAii gavo what aS'e 
understood 
to be the facts in the 


case, aud expressed the 
opinion 


that as 
the 
facts 
and circum- 


stances seem to be very different, Mr. 
Orntcher's case did not come within 
the rule laid down by our Supreme 
Court in the White Fine case. Mr. 
Crutoher is a man who never at- 
tempts to avoid the payment of a 
jast demand from any quarter, and 
the fact that he hesitates in this in- 
stance ia convincing proof that u.9 is 
actuated by an honest conviction 
that his property has been erronious- 
ly assessed in Washoe county, and 
if the facts in the case as stated by 
the Silver State be substantially cor- 
rect, i. e., that Orutcher owns no 
ranch in Washoe county, that his 
cattle merely range over the line in 
Summertime, 
and are 
wintered, 


branded, managed and assessed in 
Humboldt, then certainly it is within 
the range of rras.onable probability 
that the law in the White Fine case 
would govern this, but the WasLoe 
county officers understand the facts 
to be very different from- that stated 
by the Silver State. There is no sort 
of "Wail fram Washoa" in the mat- 
ter. If the property does not prop- 
erly belong here no citizen will in- 
sist on collecting the tax, notwith- 
standing the fact that Washoa has 
already been to some expense in 
prosecuting thieves 
for 
aiealmg

One is calUd surface 


work. This means ull operations car- 
ried on above tha water-line.. The 
water line is the point where the Sutro 
Tunnel and its north aud south lateral 
drams-tap the various mines connected 
therewith, 
which embraces all of the 


moro prominent mines on the Com 
stock lode from Utah at the north to 
Yellow Jacket at the south. 
The Butro 


Tunnel strikes tho Savage uiinn at what 
is known" as the 1,700-foot station, and 
the lateral drama extend both north and 
south from that point. 
It will thus be 


seen that the water line in twines con- 
nected with the Sutro T ami el ia some 
600 to '800 feet below the lowest levels 
worked from fifteen to twenty years ago. 
All the mines south of the Chollar that 
are doing anything at all are confining 
operations to surface mining, or work 
above the water lino. Below that point 
the levels in ull these mines are filled 
with water, though the owners of the 
Alta mine have recently commenced to 
pump out the water from the lower 
levels of that mine. The only deep 
level mining on the Comatock, with 
this exception, is confined to the mines 
north of the southerly line of tha Choi 
lar mine. 


DBEP LEVJSI,, OB NORTH END MIKES. 
There are eleven mines north of the 


southerly line of Chollur that are en- 
gaged more or less actively in work be- 
low tha water line. These are popu- 
larly known 113 the deep level mines. 
They may be classed in four or five 
groups. 
By this we mean they aro ap- 


parently under as many different man- 
agements 
or 
superintendents. 
Tho 


Chollar and Potosi mines are under tho 
saperintendency of Isaac L. Bsqua, 
and have been for many years. Tho 
Hale & Norcross and Savage are cared 
tor by Robert Keating, the NorcroRS 
having been placed in his charge last 
March. The Gould & Curry and Best 
& Belcher are* under the superintend- 
enqy of Harry Penoyer. The next five 
mines to the north are cared for by VV. 
H. Patton, who succeeded James G. 
Fair many years ago, and who is some- 
thing of a veteran in underground 
work. The mines of which he is the 
superintendent are the Consolidated 
Virginia, California, Ophir, Mexican 
and Union. The only other northern 
mines of any note are the Sierra Ne- 
vada and Utah, and these have for 
some time been under the suporiu- 
tendenoy ofD.B. Lymau. The above 
eleven minus are therefore under tho 
care of five men. 
HAEMOint OP OPERATIONS AND INTE15ESTS. 


Though the above eleven mines are 


apparently controlled by five different 
managements, there is a wonderful de- 
gree -of harmony in all plans, and in 
tha execution of the same. This is es- 
sential, as the workings are so inter- 
woven that one management cnanot act 
entirely independent of tho others with- 
out more or less friction and embar- 
rassment. How far this control is ap- 
parent, and how far it is real, cannot, 
of course, be determined by one en- 
tirely on the outside of the counsels of 
tha mining magnates. It ia supposed 
that the mines superintended by W. H. 
Patton are under the control of J. C. 
Flood and his friends. But it is equally 
well known, that he has minority, if not 
majority, interests in the other six 
mines. There has recently been an al- 
leged contest for the control of the 
Ophir mine, and it is presumed that 
the opposition has captured it. 
This 


will be more clearly determined at tho 
annual meeting next mouth. 
Should 


this mine then pass into nsw hands, it 
is likely that Mr. Pattou would be 
superseded as Supeiiutondent, and ue 
would then have charge of two mines 
south and two mines north of the Ophir. 
Whether this would lead to complica- 
tions, tima alone will develop.

at present depths is too precarious b 
be carried on with any vigor or aucces 
by individual or isolated interests. J. 
consolidation of all the Comstock minei 
nuder one general management, or, a 
least, under not more than three or 
gauizationa, will ba a cheerful aspect 
The whole thirty or forty mines rnigh 
naturally be divided into three groups 
with one general superintendent for 
each group. 
Such consolidation woulc 


produce greater harmony of operations 
than is possible under the exisuug con- 
dition of things. All plans would be 
arranged and carried on with one gen- 
eral . object in view. Under such 
system expenses could be reduced to a 
minimum. 
It is evident that some im- 


portant change will not be much longer 
delayed. A body of ore, if discovered 
before long, will prevent consolidation 
or disintegration; but if not discovered, 
consolidation is the only thing that will 
save the Comstook. 


MEN EMPLOYED—THEIB WOBE. 


Mr. Patton thinks there ara about 


800 men employed in the mines now in 
operation on tho Comstook lode. 
This 


number is in strange contrast with'the 
thousands that were at work a few 
years ago. Several of the Superin- 
tendenti that were in charge from 1860 
to 1880, or during that interval, have 
been reliaved, and are either in charge 
of mines in other States and Territories, 
or have gone into other business. There 
are four mines at Gold Hill that are 
yielding ore from the upper or dry 


levels. These are the Yellow Jacket, 
Kentuok, Qrowa Point and Belcher. 
Some 250 to 300 men aro probably em- 
ployed in about these mines. It is now 
thirteen years since the bonanza was 
discovered, in the Crown Point and 
Belcher mines. 
That .body1 of ore 


lasted about three years.. There was 
undoubtedly a good deal of low grade 
•oro passed by at that time in those 
mines. This ore is now being taken 
out.1 During the first nine months-of 
the current 
year these four mines

DEPBECIATION AND DISPOSITION OF MILLS.

Sharon aud the 
other by J. C. Flood. The Pacific Mill 
Company has lately been disposing of 
some of its mills, aud would probably 
like to sell the 
remainder.

months ago it was alleged that Mr. 
Flood had lost co'ntrol of tho Yellow 
Jacket, and about the same time the 
company purchased the Brunswick mill 
at a largo reduction on the first cost. 
Within a few days the Morgan mill has 
been sold to the Ophir Company for 
$16,000. This mill will crush 75 tons 
of ore daily, and Mr. Patton thinks it 
could not be replaced for less than $60,- 
000. Still inora receatly, the Eureka 
mill has baen sold to W. S. Hobart for 
$25,000. This mill cost $120,000 to 
$125,000 a few years ago. Tho Trench 
mill is being dismantled. 
The only 


mills now owned by the Pacific Mill 
Company ara tho California, Consoli- 
dated Virginia and Occidental. Each 
of the first named two cost §400,000 
less than ten years ago, Tuey coul- 
probably bo purchased to-day for $50, s 
000 apiece. 
They are the largest mills 


ever'set up on the Oomstock. Taxed 
in Nevada are 5 por cent., aud mill 
property is assessed just as high when 
not in use as when in use, and the 
taxes, care aud insurance of idle mills 
account for tho depreciation iu ihe 
value of this kind of property. 


LEASE Of BONANZA MINES. 


Wo have already reported the lease 


by J. P. Jones of the upper levels of tus 
Consolidated Virginia and 
California 


mines. The lease is for three years 
from November 20, 1883, and embraces 
the levels from the 1,550-foDt to tho 
surface. 
Mr. Jones will employ his 


own men, will account for 70 per cant. 
of the assay value of all ore he takes 
out, and~after paying for mining and 
hauling and the royalty, will reimburse 
himself to the extent of $9 per tou for 
milling, if them ba enough Iclt for that 
purpose, and if there be more thuu 
enough, tho remainder will revert to the 
company. 
Thia is a perfectly safo 


proposition for tho compnuy; and if the 
ore should yield as well as Mr. Jones 
thinks, he will tonku a fiuo profit 011 
the milling proposition. Those familmr 
with the work done ia tho upper levels 
of these mines are of the opinion that 
very little milliog ore was left behind. 
It is expected th.it Mr. Jones will take 
his ore out through the Bonner shaft of 
the Gould & Curry miue, a'ucj that it 
will be some months before the under- 
ground operations will permit this to be 
done.

THE PIEB IN CONSOLIDATED VI11OINIA. 
Some three years ago, a fire broke out 


n the Consolidated Virginia mine. As 
near as can be located this firo started 
between the 1,650 and 1,750 foot levels 
as connected with the old shaft. This 
shaft has since been used entirely as an 
up-cast shaft. 
All the levels and drifts 


eadiug to the fire were immediately 
sealed up in the hope of smothering 
;he fire, but to this day there are evU 
deuces that it is still in existence. The 
work of the devouring element nt such 
depths is necessarily slow, and its pro- 
_ress has been rendered still more diffi- 
iult by the attempts made to smother 
t. We are told that thore is 100,000,- 
)00 feet of timber in tha mine. There 
is therefore plenty of material for the 
fire to feed on for many years. All work 
on account of these mines is now per- 
formed through the now C. & C. shaft, 
which is one of the largest and best on 
the Lode. The fire is not noticed in this 
shaft, aud uo anxiety is-expressed about 
its progress in the old abandoned por- 
tions of the mine. It will eventually 
exhaust itself, or be put out by fallen 
rock and earth. There SB no danger of 
fires below the water line as a cessation 
of pumping operations would soon flood 
tho levels and extinguish the flames. It 
is siii-J that the atmosphere is not so hot 
on the 3,100 foot drift in the Sierra Ne- 
vada mine, as it was 300 feet above that 
point.—S. P. Bulletin, Nov. 29th.

,We give below those portions of a 
lett* from John B. Parker, formerly 
of Eureka, to his wife, who resides 
hero still, which relate to the nevp 
El Dorndo. The letter is the most 
interesting aud satisfactory concern- 
ing the Ooeur d'Alene region th»t we 
have seen yet. 
It in dated Nov. 16: 


We have been cat off from all 


mail communication with the world 
for three weeks, and there is no way 
pf sending letters out, either--we 
just band them to sny ono leavin? 
for civilization and take the grand 
ohauoes. 


My trip hfro was the roughest and 


most romantic I ever hud — full of 
adventures. 


The camp is a new discovery in 


the heart of Cceur a'Alene Moun- 
tains. We left Hailey, Wood Biver, 
a jolly, party of seven — only a small 
part of the number who went from 
there towards the great, new strike. 
We had it hard, I can tell yon. We 
slept out of doors all the way on the 
ground in the cold, rain, mud and 
snow.- Oar Rrab was bacon and 
slapjacks cooked 
afc the camp-fire. 


The diet hasn't hurt, In fact, I 
never felt better. 


Our course of travel was as follows: 


From Haiiey to Pocatelloj from Po- 
oatello to Garrison, the point at 
which the Northern railroad makes a 
junction with the Northern Pacific; 
thence to Bitthdriua. This ended 
our railroad travel. 
We bired a 


wagon to take us from Rathdrum to 
Fort Cosnr d'AIeue on the border of 
Lake Oceur d'Alene. A small steam- 
boat is running on the lake to fur- 
nish supplies to the Indian mission 
at the other ,end of the lake, but as 
this boat does not make any regular 
trips, and as we were in a hurry to 
get on, we hired a small boat and 
taking only our" bedding and small 
baggage with us, - Inuuched out on 
the venturesome trip of sixty miles, 
across tho lake and up the rivor 
Cceur d'Alene to the mission. Well, 
we got away with this in good stjle 
— remarkable lor three greenhorns. 
We made the trip in three days. 


And tuen came the tug of war. 


At the mission wo ongaged Indians 
with poniaa to pack our bedding, 
Btc.t and we struck out afoot over 
sixty-five miles of the worst moun- 
tain trail that mail ever saw. We 
had to wacle the river that wound in 
and out interminably. We crossed 
ono of these Mbandora eleven times 
iu one cluy. And SHOD steep moun- 
tains! One almost needs telegraph 
climbers to get up them with. 


During the \vholo distance we 


wore in flua tinrber — mammoth pinea 
— cedar, tamarao and 
cottouwood 


trees as large as six and seven feet 
through and from 100 to 200 feot 
high; aud all these a^j oloso together 
as trees can grow, almost as thick as 
wheat sown iu a field. The timber, 
in fact, is so dense that it is next to 
impossible to leave the trail. Should 
a mau ever get a quarter of a milo 
from the trail ho would be lost, for 
the underbrush and the fallen timber 
ia hix or eight feet deep. 


You can judge something of what 


it ia by this: Several parties that 
have tried to approach this camp 
from different directions have travel- 
ed for days, making no more than 
two or three miles a day, and in 
some casos no more thp.n a mile a 
day. In several instances moa have 
abandoned their horses and equipage 
piece by piece, and have 'arrived 
here with only a blanket and the 
clothes OB their back, and nearly 
starved. One party of mpn were out 
between here and a point on the 
Northern PaciQo called Heron, a dis- 
tance of 25 miles, for 21 days, and if 
it had not been that they discovered 
some frosh water claims on the north 
fork of tho Cosur d'Alene river they 
probably would have perished. 


Man are braving these obstacles 


and dangers to reach the new El 
Dorado. 
They - are coming in 
in 


great numbers every day from all 
parts of the country, 
< 


Well, afier twelve days of this sort 


of travel, we came all of a sudden to 
a little opening cleared of timber, a 
spot probably of three acres, at the 
forks of Eagle creek. Here we found 
eight or ten log cabins, some of them 
large enough to rise to the dignity 
of houses. 


This is Eagle Oily — five saloons, 


four stores, a butcher's booth and 
two places where some dirty indi- 
viduals dish up bacon, coffee and 
fried dough, cooked at a camp-firo, 
for SI a head. - This ia the starter 
for a new camp, which I believe, 
from what I have seen with my own 
eyes, will make as great a mining 
camp as has ever been seen since the 
days of '49. On Eagle creek they 
pan out from a color to 75 cents and 
81 for 12 to 14 miles, and 
on 


Pritchard creek the same result for 
15 miles. Besides these there are 
three other tributaries in particular 
on which they have got a sufficient 
prospect to justify very extensive 
locations. There is actually a radius 
of 20 miles of placer country, which" 
gives very flattering prospects every- 
where. 


As yet not 
much 
development 


work bas beon done, as practical 
miners are only beginning to como 
in now when the season is very far 
advanced. 


In fact, the whole country was lo- 


.cated by ranchers iu the regular 
ranch stylo, twenty acres of mining 
ground to the man. Even this didn't 
satisfy them. Tlie same persons 
located over and over again by at- 
torney. There were probably as 
many as 10Q of these locations made. 
A Palonse raucher would come in 
and locate bis brothers and cousins , 


and aunts and their relations in the 
same degrees, etc. 


Since the old miner* have arrived 
this fraud has been knocked end- 
ways. They went straight for thu 
records end wherever they found one 
of these claims they relocated it and 
held it; so that but few of the 
>rhogged" claims 
remain 
to the 


"hogs." Besides it is agreed among 
the miners of the district that twenty 
acres is too much ground for any 
one man, and locations of more than 
five acres will not be allowed in the 
future. This will make room for a 
great many actual t-iiners. 


There are a few claims that are 


being practically worked; these pay 
biff, nona less than $6 a day and 
some as high as $20 a clay to the 
man. It is coarse gold from smaller 
than a pin bead to the size of a pea— 
and numerous nuggets. I have seen 
one 
nugget 
weighing S100, and 


several 
from Jfl5 to 850. It is 


"awful" pretty. There has been no 
bedrock|work done except in ono or 
two places. 
Where the gold is in 


the bedrock, the gravel is not pay- 
ing very high. Tho principal work 
done is in rimrock which is rich. 
Besides several men ore making a 
good thing working dry bars with 
rockers. 


In addition to the placer mines, 


very rich quartz has been found. The 
miners eay the whole country is 
"lousy" with gold, and some think it 
will be a better quartz than placer 
camp; but there has not been three 
days work in quartz yet and nobody 
knows how this is, still I saw a ledge 
four miles from here from which 
was taken specimens of probably 
$300 ore and pieces as large as an 
egg, from which there could be 
taken free gold from as large as a pin 
head to tho amount of §1, probably 
83. 


Thera was some very good galena 


discoveries yesterday, 
though 
as 


there are no assaying facilities no 
body knowa how goad it is. 


The town is growing as rapidly as 


circumstances will permit. There is 
nothing to build with but logs, 
shakes and brush. 
Whipped saw 


lumber at S130 per thouband. No 
doors nor windows. Tou eut a hole 
in your wall and cover it with a cur 
rfcin at night, Thoro are only four 
stores in the camp. 
Since I arrived 


the log houses have been started and 
foundations or fences put on twenty 
to thirty lots. 
Logs are plentiful, 


but the trouble is to get them hamled. 
There is only one animal in the 
camp, aud you can bet it is kept busy 
hauling buildinp; 
material. 
The 


owner charges 830 a day for the mule 
and a driver. 
I paid §15 for the 


hauling of my logs "a distance of 150 
yards. 
There has never been a 


wagon over this land, and there never 
will be until forty or fifty miles have 
been built 
through tho timber. 


There are probably fiftv or sixty 
pack animals on the trail, besides the 
Indian ponies, and all of theso are 
kept busy bringing in new-comers 
and grub. 
It is impossible, at pres 


ent, to get anything beyond the neo 
essarifs of life, and even they nre 
vary expensive, tie freigLt on tl e 
trail alone beiug from 7 to 10 cents. 
Flour is 830 a barrel; bu.con, 40 cents 
a pound; canned fruit and vegeta- 
bles, 50 to 75 cents a can; potatoes, 
15 to 20 cents a pound; coffee, S3 for 


3-pound can; nails, 25 cents a pound. 


I had a good lot given me in the 


center of town—a special favor for 
being tho pioneer barber. 
I have 


the best bouse in town, 10x18, and of 
good hewn logs nearly completed. 


The town ia on mining ground, 


and you can't buy it, but only get 
the privilege of building on it, sub- 
ject to being washed out and then 
getting a bed-rock title. 


Not more than three or four hun- 


dred men will stay in hero this Win- 
ter, as there can be no mining dono. 
The snow will bo five 01 six feet 
deep. 
It will be' very expensive 


every way living horo during tho 
Winter. Companies of miners leave 
mes enough to hold their ground 
and tha rest skip out for civilization. 


I am going to make a "settle- 


down" etako here. I am certain that 
it is going to be a wonderful oacop,
